Memorial Treei. 


A dispatch from Washington says the indications are thai 


many trees will.be planted this spring lo serve as memorials of 
men who lost their lives in the great war; in fact, of all Amer- 
icans who served in the war, for the trees planted for this 
purpose should in mosl case's, if the,rignl varieties arc selected, 
outlive even the last survivors of,;the:unprcccdented 'conflict. 


•According.to the dispatch it isUhe plan to do this planting 


oh.Arbor Day, and nothing could be more appropriate'. Arbor 
Day;is observed every year to a greater or lesser extent by the 
planting of trees and shrubs for the beaulification of streets, 
cemeteries,'public grounds and private properties, and it is a 
most commendable custom. If trees are now to be planted in 
memory of the brave men who fought and died for the cause 
of human liberty there could be no time more appropriate for 
the work -than Arbor Day. 
. 


That attention is being given to this subject in many parts 


of (he country is indicated by the inquiries being received by 
the Department of Agriculture relative l.o the kinds of trees 
it will be best to plant in different sections. These inquiries 
are received.not from individuals only, but from chambers of 
commerce,.boards of (rade, park commissions and clubs of 
various kinds. .Some of the inquiries arc from mayors of 
cities and all go to show widespread.interest in the proposi- 
tion, which is one to be encouraged in every possible way. 


Some time ago it was suggested that if would be well, to 


plant trees along the .highway's as memorials to soldiers. 'I hat 
plan did not commend itself to this paper at the time, and it 
would not now, for the reason, then stated, that trees along 
the highways in all parts of the country are already so com- 
mon that there would . be nothing distinctive about those 
planted for memorial purposes. 
In other words, they would 


be like headstones without inscriptions. 


But trees planted in public squares, cemeteries or m any 


p;lrt of a town or city to seryc as memorials will be known lo 
(lie communities as such,.aii'd will thus serve Ihcir purpose for 
many generations to come, and do it ell'eclivcly. 


H is not proposed lhat trees shall take the place ol memorials 


of a dilTerenl character. There may well be honor rolls and 
memorial buildings and bridges, but in addition to these it will 
be. eminently tilting to place trees where they will serve 
through through the coming years as reminders ol what heroic. 
Americans did-in Ihc cause of world freedom and riglileous 
government among men. 


This suggestion conies al an opportune lime and should 


result in favorable aclion in all parts of Ihc country.

work will be inexpensive, it is one in which the people ot a 
community can fake a direct and personal part, and one which
